George Meany does nof determine impeachmerit.The news media does 
not determine impeachment. The House determines impeachment. Any 
FACTS relative to impeachment should be sent to the proper 
authorities for proper action. The Senate acts as jury in impeachment 
cases. Senators who are expressing or have expressed opinions as to 
the guilt or innocence of President Nixon are the same as "jurors who 
express opinions of guilt or innocence before a jury trial . . . not 
qualified to act as jurors. 
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In 1 972 the People of the United States looked at Nixon’s record as 
President and reelected him. Now the People demand that he be given 
a chance to do as well for them in this term as he did in the last 
term. The TV newscaster is purely a headliner and not an in depth 
reporter. Twisted and distorted headlines are immoral. Freedom of the 
press and investigative reporting are necessary.
